SAIGON (AP) - It was a 
scene long familiar in the war 
Infantrymen lined the banks 
of a canal, their weapons 
trained on three boats in the 
coastal village of Rach Gia, 
where Viet Cong are known to 
roam. 
But this was not a clash be­ 
tween the South Vietnamese 
army and the guerrillas. Both 
the infantrymen and the men 
on the boats were government 
forces. They were on opposing 
sides in a contest for a very 
special cargo; one of the larg­ 
est drug shipments ever seized 
in Vietnam. 
The July 26 confrontation, not 
described before in detail, high­ 
lights one of the problems of 
curbing the traffic of drugs to 
American GIs here; 
A month-long study of the 
drug traffic in Asia produced 
these major conclusions; 
—Chinese living in Southeast 
Asia form the well-buffered top 
level of narcotics traffic. 
—The traffic operates with 
the tolerance and sometimes 
the coopergtion of some South 
Vietnamese generals. 
—The heroin is an end prod­ 
uct of opium grown in safety in 
remote upland regions of Bur­ 
ma, Thailand and Laos, with 
Burma ranking No. 1. Meo tri­ 
besmen there harvest and pro­ 
duce an estimated 600 tons of 
opium a year. 


The narcotics traffic is so 
deeply woven into the social 
and economic fabric of South­ 
east Asia that it has become a 
sort of native industry on which 
many depend for a livelihood. 
At the center of the tense 15- 
minute confrontation in Rach 
Gia was a sampan carrying 
narcotics agents and part of the 
largest seizure of heroin and 
opium in Southeast Asia. 
The agents called for infantry 
help when, according to a po­ 
lice official, three South Viet­ 
namese navy speedboats tried 
to free two sailors arrested in 
the raid and also take the drug 
haul for their own profit. 
With 100 infantrymen lined up 
on each side of the canal, the 
navy boats backed off and the 
seizure was completed, accord­ 
ing to agents who were at the 
scene. 
Since then. South Vietnamese 
authorities have said nothing 
publicly about the arrested 
navy men or any investigation 
of their higher-ups. 
Details of the incident were 
pieced together through inter­ 
views with American, Thai and 
Vietnamese police, officials and 
narcotics agents. 
“ We were sure the nav7 men 
wanted to capture the sacks of 
pure 
heroin 
and 
prepared 
opium which were found hidden 
in Rach Gia, ’ said Col. Pra- 
mual Vanigbandhu, head of the 
Thai narcotics police in Bang­ 
kok. 
Rach Gia was one of the key 
spots struck in the course of a 
48-hour raid in which three na­ 
tions—Thailand, United States 
and South Vietnam—took part 
of the first time. The 50 kilos 
pure heroin had a market value 
of $4 million.

A new cotton outlook report 
IS scheduled for ,Aug 20 It is 
expected to show that total cot­ 
ton use in 1971-72 down slightly 
from last season s 11 5 million 
bales, mainly because of some 
shrink in exports

Asphalt Paving Covers History 


Sedalia street crews have only 
two 
blocks 
of 
a 
42-block 
repaving project remaining and 
when they’re finished a good 
chunk of one of the last vestiges 
of the horse-and-buggy days in 
the city will be gone. 
The city has about 3*2 miles 
of brick pavement still in use, 
and several blocks of brick 
streets were covered with a new 
asphalt surface this past week. 
Bob 
Cunningham, 
city 
engineer, 
reported 
that 
the 
Street Department and 12-Mile 
Special Road District were also 
covering streets which were 
surfaced in the 1920’s with 
concrete. 
“ They were deteriorating and 
had to be resurfaced,” he said. 
According to Cunningham, 
the city budgeted $61,000 this 
year for the resurfacing work. 
A resurfacing job on Stewart 
from 10th to 12th, including 


building a new culvert and 
putting in curb and guttering, 
will complete the work, he said. 
The crews have been using 
road mix, consisting of crushed 
rock and liquid asphalt. Road 
mix mat work has also been 
completed, he said. 
Most of Sedalia’s brick streets 
were put in between 1870 and 
1910, according to Cunningham, 
who considers this type of 
paving much more durable, but 
more expensive, than asphalt. 
Asphalt paving came into 
vogue in the 1920’s, he said, is 
cheaper and easier to put down. 


Cunningham 
did 
manage, 
however, to dispell a report that 
the old brick which still serves 
the city was manufactured in 
Sedalia. 
He said he did not know 
where the paving brick came 
from, but was certain it was not 
Sedalia since only building brick 
had ever yeen manufactured 
here.

marks the 10th anniversary of 
communism’s legacy to Ber­ 
lin a medieval wall that epito­ 
mizes the political gulf between 
East and West 
It was built to keep East Ger­ 
mans at home, and there is no 
sign this goal will fade, what­ 
ever the results of the current 
negotiations on Berlin’s future 
'This old capital city is an is­ 
land of territory surrounded by 
East Germany. West Berlin re­ 
mains under nominal control of 
the allied powers of World War 
II. but its effective links are 
with West Germany 100 miles 
away East Berlin is run by the 
Communist hierarchy in East 
Germany and its Russian ally. 
The wall is a barrier against 
free movement between the two 
Berlins A primary aim was to 
stabilize economic planning, to 
keep passive a population of 17 
million East Germans 
The wall stretches for 62 of 
the 124 miles that make up the 
periphery of West Berlin. The 
rest is steel-mesh fence, trans­ 
parent but as formidable as 
stone 
In 10 years the externals 
have changed. The wall has 
been made into a barrier three 
yards high, whitewashed on its 
eastern face, round at the top 
to make it harder to grasp. 
The man who had it built is 
gone—Walter IHbricht, the Le­ 
nin-bearded old Stalinist who 
shattered a Sunday morning 
stillness with the sound of air 
hammers on Aug. 13,1961 
Ulbricht had directed the Red 
Army support Russian troops 
ringed Berlin while in its center 
the East German party militia 
began wall construction. 
At 78 and in poor health, Ul­ 
bricht has seen the Russians 
turn to a younger man. Erich 
Honecker, as party leader. 
“ If anything,” a police lieu­ 


tenant in the West says, “ We 
might get some access to East 
Berlin and F^ast (iermany But 
that will be all” 
The officer recalled how it 
began 
“ I was 19 then, and had just 
joined the force 
There was 
great excitement and from the 
East a last-minute rush by-

across by the thousands before 
that and now those left feared 
they would lose contact with 
their relatives Many tried to 
make it anyway, no matter

“ I was posted to Bernauer 
Street, and it turned out to be 
one of the worst areas The 
Communists began sealing off 
the buildings on their side of 
the street but people kept 
climbing higher and higher in 


an attempt to get across They 
jumped for their lives fr«)m 
fourth and fifth floor windows 
“ We were down below trying 
to catch them I never saw so 
many dead and broken bixlies. 
In one ca.se. the Communist 
agents had an old woman by 
the arm and were trying to 
drag her back We had* her by 
the legs. Finally we all tumbled 
into a heap It was awful ’’

where refugees died There are

Wr'ASHINGTON — The pharmaceutical 
firm s got a b ad taste of their own medicine 
a t the recent Senate hearings on mood 
drugs. The worst dose, however, is yet to 
com e.

Gaylord 
Nelson, 
D-Wis.. after 
discovering 
that 
“ mood” 
drugs 
are 
huckstered over the counter as b latantly as 
b eer at the b all park, has now decided to 
ex pand his agenda to cover virtually- the 
w hole drug counter. 


His Senate sub com m ittee is investigating 
cold and cough remedies, sun tan lotions, 
lax atives, 
antacids, 
cold 
m edicines, 
toothpastes, m outh wash and ointments for 
acne, psoriasis and dandruff. Hearings will 
b e announced later. 


The purpose of Nelson’s prob e is to find 
out w hether ex aggerated claims b y b illion- 
dollar m erchandisers are squeezing out 
sm aller firm s with honestly advertised 
products. 


.Nelson will also look into health hazards 
that have b een traced to the over-the- 
counter elix irs. He will demand to know, 
too. why the fuddy-duddy P'ood and Drug 
A dm inistration isn’t keeping b etter track of 
w hat goes on in the medicine marketplace. 


F'or ex am ple, recent Handb ooks of Non 
F^rescription Drugs list seven lax atives 
containing Ox yphenisatin Acetate. In 19 70, 
the A m erican Medical Association linked 
such lax atives to jaundice and hepatitis. 
T he .AMA said “enough harm is done b y 
over-the-counter lax atives without adding 
liver disease.” 


A m ong 
lax atives 
containing 
this 
dangerous 
ingredient 
are 
Hydrolose 
(fortified), Prulose Complex . Dialose Plus. 
E ffergel. Isocrin, Effersyl, Lavema and 
P rulet. Some are still on drug store shelves. 


For ex ample. 30 million doses of F^rulet 
are swallowed b y the .American gullets 
every- year. .Mission Pharmical. a San 
Antonio firm, has promoted Prulet as “The 
Lovab le Lax ative" which supposedly “does 
not produce an irritating effect on sensitive 
tissue.” 


Until recently. Mission Pharmical also 
claimed that “ F’rulet, in serious kidney and 
liver diseases, is often the only- lax ative 
preparation 
which can 
b e used with 
complete safety- ' When the A.M.A attack 
was pub lished. Prulet directly- dropped this 
claim ab out kidney- and liver diseases. 


Neill Walsdorf, the company- president, 
told us that regardless of what the .A.M.A 
says. Prulet is “ a great deal safer than 
aspirin." 
.Meanwhile, 
I’rulet 
already 
figures in Nelson’s investigation.

Yet only three 
of the four b uggies will b e used on the 
moon. When all the promotion b ills and 
ex pense accounts are in, the final cost is 
ex pected to run even higher.

b y the “increased effort 
required to solve the numb er of technical 
prob lems which developed as the w-ork 
progressed."

Americans are a 
restless and .sometimes di.sgruntled people 
despite their affluence 


They work long and hard and make good 
money But they pay high prices and b ig 
tax es And their ever-b igger dreams, year 
after year, seem to remain just b eyond 
their reach 


A cursory- investigation of affluence 
suggests some of the reasons 


First and ob vious is the fact that many 
people are denied a sen.se of achievement 
b ecau.se their desires are never satisfied A 
goal achieved merely leads to another. 


Despite giKx l incomes and a.ssets, some 
families find they still have little choice in 
how they spend their money. Many spend 
20 per cent on food, more than 20 per cent 
on owning and operating their home. 10 per 
cent on tax es. 10 per cent on transportation 
and another 10 per cent on clothing 


That’s 70 per cent for fix ed ex penses 
And the rest isn’t theirs to spend as they 
please. They must pay for medical and 
dental care, education and personal items 
such ^s b ooks and cigarettes 


And to make certain they don’t lose it all. 
a natural consequence of acquisition, they 
must have insurance policies. Moreover, 
tradition and common sense demand that 
they have savings 


The 
tiny 
percentage 
that 
is 
left 
theoretically can b e used on recreation, 
vacations and gifts, b ut many families find 
these categories are always on the list of 
dreams that are just b eyond their reach. 


The 
strains 
of 
maintaining 
earning 
power—as well as the strain of holding 
onto it once they have it—also contrib utes 
to the restlessness and the sense of 
frustration. A growing numb er of families 
are achieving their goals only b y means of 
additional incomes. 


There are now more than 18 million 
wives at work, or 40 per cent of the total, 
and 10 million of them have children under 
18. In fact, one-quarter of all wives with 
children under three are at work. 


The primary b readwinner continues to 
b e the man, b ut studies show his gross 
income often is b oosted b y holding an 
additional part-time job . and that his living 
standard would drop ab ruptly should he 
lose it. 


But work also fulfills a need other than 
financial. Many people cannot help b ut 
work 


A study of workers whose schedules 
were changed from 5 days of 8 hours each 
to 4 days of 10 hours showed that many of 
them declined to use the free time to 
indulge themselves in the leisurely life they 
claimed to have b een seeking. Instead, they 
hired onto another job to fill the time. 


A good many family incomes are also 
supported b y the efforts of teen-agers, and 
well they should. 


Most parents are shocked to learn how 
much it costs to raise a child to the age of 
18. As this decade, b egan the tab ranged 
from more than $19 ,000 to ab out $25,000 in 
urb an areas, with $5,550 to $6,500 of that 
for food alone. 


Affluence, it appears, doesn’t always 
mean the easy life. Instead, it is often 
achieved only through great effort, not just 
b y 
one 
memb er 
of 
the 
family 
b ut 
sometimes b y the entire family. And 
holding onto it may b e just as ex hausting. 


No wonder so many people have that 
worn out feeling. They just don’t know how 
well off they are.

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Eugene McCarthy Keeps Drifting In and Out of Political Spectrum
